FOREWORD 


FROM  time  almost  immemorial,  in  every  home,  from  the  humblest  to 
the  well-to-do,  the  careful  housewife  prized  most  highly  her  bits  of 
crockery;  the  special  tea  service,  lustre  creamer,  or  cottage  ornament. 
These  treasures  were  providently  locked  away  and  used  only  on  state 
occasions.  They  were  bequeathed  in  due  course  to  the  favored  daughter, 
and  ultimately  came  down  to  our  own  generation. 

With  a  real  love  of  their  craft,  and  encouraged,  no  doubt,  by  the 
genuine  and  general  appreciation  of  their  work,  the  potters  of  every 
country  kept  producing  finer  specimens,  the  beautiful  art  reaching  its 
zenith  in  the  eighteenth  century.  The  famous  potters  of  that  period  left 
a  delightful  and  unsurpassed  group  of  faience  to  bear  witness  to  their 
skill  and  painstaking  perseverance. 

The  collection  of  Miss  Mabel  Wright  of  Shelton,  Connecticut,  is  to 
oe  offered  in  two  parts.  Part  One  is  described  in  this  catalogue  and 
Part  Two  will  be  offered  by  The  Anderson  Galleries  later  in  the  season. 

The  collection  as  a  whole  is  an  altogether  exceptional  gathering  of 
sighteenth  century  Staffordshire  and  other  lustre  faience  such  as  has  not 
aeen  offered  at  public  sale  for  many  years. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  nucleus  of  the  collection  was  as- 
sembled some  sixty  years  ago  by  the  late  Lord  Ronald,  who  at  that  time 
had  in  mind  migrating  to  the  United  States.  His  thoughts  were  naturally 
Dn  America,  his  new  home,  and  he  made  every  effort  to  acquire  those 
)ieces  of  pottery  having  an  American  interest. 

The  famous  castle  he  built  at  Newtown,  Connecticut,  is  known  to  all 
)f  us.  In  the  mid-nineteenth  century,  at  Lord  Ronald's  death,  the  entire 
collection  was  sold. 

Amongst  the  rare  Staffordshire  and  Sunderland  lustre  pitchers,  bowls, 
;ea  sets  and  plates,  are  examples  in  glowing  pink,  lavender,  tortoise  shell, 
salmon,  copper  and  silver  resist;  many  are  decorated  with  American 
Marine,  English  Marine,  and  other  most  interesting  subjects. 

Two  tea  sets  have  dainty  subjects  after  the  famous  engraver  Adam 
Buck,  and  a  very  important  shell  dessert  service  by  Wedgwood  has  very 
musual  splashed  lustre  in  hues  of  rich  copper,  blue,  yellow  and  silver. 

The  Liverpool  pitchers  and  mugs  include  several  with  Historic  Amer- 
can  and  Marine  subjects,  commemorative  Adams  and  Hancock  pitcher 
»vith  American  coat-of-arms,  two  rare  Washington  pitchers,  and  two 
others  signed  by  the  noted  firm  of  Sadler  &  Green. 

There  is  a  very  interesting  group  of  Staffordshire  figures  and  tobies 
w  notable  eighteenth  century  potters,  such  as  Enoch  Wood,  Ralph  Wood, 
lohn  Walton,  Poole,  Wood  &  Caldwell,  Wedgwood  and  Voyez.  Amongst 
;hese  are  rare  presentations  of  the  famous  Florence  Nightingale  and  other 
'elebrated  and  historic  personages. 


A  Spode  dessert  service  finely  decorated  in  the  Chinese  manner  has 
great  distinction,  and  a  rare  New  Hall  tea  service  of  the  best  Campion 
period  is  very  dainty,  with  its  panels  painted  in  colors  with  the  subjects 
"Sportive  Innocence."  These,  and  several  sets  of  crocus  pots,  will  attract 
attention  for  their  sterling  worth. 

The  extremely  decorative  group  of  Lowestoft  includes  several  tea 
services,  vases,  mugs  and  bowls,  enriched  in  brilliant  enamels  with 
American  Frigates,  State  and  other  coats-of-arms  and  floral  motifs. 
Amongst  them  are  rare  examples  in  beautiful  condition.

Florence  Nightingale  was  born  at  Florence,  of  English  parentage, 
in  1820,  but  lived  chiefly  in  England,  where  her  special  gift  was 
early  manifested:  one  of  her  great  delights  was  to  bandage  and 
nurse  her  dolls.  She  had  an  assured  social  position,  but  dedicated 
herself  to  relief  work,  fitting  herself  for  her  vocation  by  a  careful 
course  of  training  as  a  nurse.  When  England  was  stirred  to  the 
depths  over  the  sufferings  of  the  wounded  and  sick  in  the  Crimea, 
she  offered  her  services  to  the  government  and  was  sent  out  as  the 
head  of  a  small  unit.  Her  achievements  as  an  angel  of  mercy  are 
world-famous,  and  on  her  return  home  she  had  a  wonderful  recep- 
tion. She  was  consulted  with  regard  to  the  care  of  the  disabled 
during  the  American  Civil  War  and  the  Franco-German  War  of 
1870-71 ;  and  her  name  of  course  is  symbolical  of  the  great  Red 
Cross  movement  so  splendidly  manifested  in  our  own  times,  an4 
especially  during  the  World  War.  She  is  the  subject  of  Longfellow' 
beautiful  poem  "Santo  Filomena".
